They agree with the Mazeinists in’ 
the ‘point. of laying their plans for all Italy, 
while they ‘with the Muratists propose not a 
Republic, but a Constitutional Monarchy. 

The adherents. of these three ‘parties, who 
declare themselves openly to be the enemies of 
| the existing order of things in Italy; belong to 
every class of society._In Sicily, it is said that 
almost all the ‘monks in thafisland, who nam-, 
ber more than 20,000, belong.to the’ Muratist 


Party, because they trust'that the latter, in case 


of its victory, would ‘respect the possessions of 
the Church. Most of the secular clergy and the 
country people, on the contrary, who would be 
glad to see the 2,000 convents of the island re- 
duced at least one-half, have joined themselves 
with the other parties. It is also asserted that 
the Jesaits have taken part with the. Muratist 
Party, which seems.to be confirmed by the per- 
gecttions which they have lately undérgone 
from the government. 

In regard to the latter, up to the presenttime 
it has neither exercised indulgence. for its, sub- 
jects, nor prudence towards the great powers; 
and it may, indeed, now be:too late to exercise 
either, while at the same time thereis absolutely 
no dependence to be placed ‘upon the loyal feel- 
ing or bravery of the standing army. Under 
these circumstances, therefore, a revolutionary 
outbreak is; indeed, very easy and probable, but 
its direction and success are still very doubtful: 
In the meantime, we may expect important news 
yery soon from the. south of Italy.

Piecrust Bridges. 

We made*some remarks yesterday on the 
remarkable circumstance of the giving way of 
two bridges on the Pacific Railroad, by the fall 
of one of which a great number of human lives 
was sacrificed, and a large amount of property 
destroyed; and the St. Louis Democrat of the 
5th inst. brings us the intelligence of anoth- 
er bridge having fallen on the same road; 
this third tumble was‘ of the bridge which 
crossed’ the Moreau at Jefferson; A fearful 
judgment awaits the incompetent architect to 
whose incapacity these disasters. must be at- 
tributed. Such a calamitous commencement of 
the great enterprise of a Pacific Railroad, is a 
bad augury for the continuance or completion 
of that stupendous work. The further we go 
from the great centrés of commerce and civiliza- 
tion, the more imperfect and unreliable do all 
works requiring scientific knowledge and me- 
chanical skill become; and, if such accidents 
can happen as the falling of these three bridges 
on & road so near to St. Louis, what disasters 
might not be expected on a railroad constructed 
in. the deserts and wildernesses between. that 
point and the Pacific!» Of ‘all the products of 
civilization, there. are ‘none which demand 


«| such: care, such accuracy.of. mechanical know- 


ledge, such skill and integrity, as railroads; 
the ‘slightest deviation, the most trifling care- 
lessness, the most inconsiderable neglect often
